Three more of the vaunted forts guarding Meta 
fell today as the American Third army offensive closed to within a 
mile and three-quarters of the citadel city from the south. 
Forts Hubert and Jussy, west of Metz, fell to the 95th Infantry 
division which reached a point two miles from the city. 
South of 
Thionville, Fort IUange and its garrison surrendered. 
South of Metz, American troops which captured Forts L'Alsne and 
L'Yser, met stifiening German resistance on the high ridge beyond 
captured Fondly. ' Rust of this point, oilier Americans seized Peltre, 24k 
miles southeast of Metz. 
I he German radio said LU Gen. George S. Patton’s troops had 
opened assaults on two more of the great Meta forts—Driant, which 
tile enemy successfully defended two months ago, and Jeanne D’Arc. 
Some 150 miles to the north, British troops smashed across the 
Noord and Wessem canals, west of Roermond, and established a firm 
bridgehead
